Improvement in Provincial Dairying 


At last year’s session of the Legis- 
lature, the government 
amendment to the Dairyman’s 
eliminating the country cream sta- | 
tions and furnishing in their place 
a system of government inspection 
and grading.

Marker, provincial dairy inspector, to |

As compared with 1921, there has 
been improvement both in the quanti- 
ty of butter manufactured and a.so in 
the quality of the product, thus bear 
ing out the argument advanced for 
the passing of last sessions’s dairy 
legislation. Mr, Marker in his report 
Says: 

“There has been gratifying im 
provement in the average quality of 
our creamery butter during the five 
months under review over that of the 
ocrresponding period of 1921. In or 
der to obtain a basis for comparison 
a summary has been made of the clas

Was almost in the same position. No sending to Eaton’s 
in those days. An occasional traveller would show up with 
a limited display of Dry Goods which would take from 3 
months to six to get here. We used local hand-made mill- 
inery then. The cow boys would pay $25.00 to $35.00 for a 
fancy riding boot. Silk hosiery and gloves were always in 
demand, especially in cold weather, as a rider of the plains 
had to have silk next to his skin. On either hands or feet 
nothing so common as cotton.
